HE services of the week of prayer at the 
commencement of the year were closed 
at Smyrna, Turkey, with a union and, there- 
fore, polyglot service in the American Church. 
The Christians of the different nationalities 
living in Smyrna have made it a custom for 
twenty-five years to meet together for the last 
service of the week of prayer. This year the 
service was held on Sunday, January 14th. 
At the beginning prayer was offered in Eng- 
lish, and at the end the benediction was pro- 
nounced in Turkish. The audience repre- 
sented more than six different congregations, 
and filled the church and the chapel adjoining 
very nearly toits utmost capacity. Addresses 
were made in English, in Spanish, in German, 
in Turkish, in Armenian, andin Greek. The 
hymns chosen were familiar to all, and every 
man sang in his own language with all his 
might. No one could watch that great audi- 
ence and listen to the hearty singing without 
thinking of the prayer of our Saviour in the 
seventeenth chapter of the Gospel of St. John 
—that they might be one. 


This incident we extract from Zhe Orient, 


the weekly news notes of the American Mission 
in Constantinople. Our friends will appreciate 
the fact that these people of different tongues 
are brought together as one through study of 
the one Bible which in different languages 
is scattered throughout the world. 

Our readers will be interested, we think, 
in a group of Bible men and Bible women 
whose parish stretches from the coast of Nor- 
way we know not how far into the Arctic 
Ocean. We have sent Scriptures from time 
to time to the Rev. J. S. Armistead, who has 
written us describing his work. In his letter 
he refers to some Testaments which he wishes 
for the Pocket Testament League, which he is 
_ pushing vigorously in his far northern parish. 

Out in New Mexico recently Mr. Farnam, 
the Secretary of our Western Agency, ran 
‘across a man who was still reading one of 
the American Bible Society Bibles which his 
mother gave him in 1839. The Bible was a 
leather bound, nonpareil, 12mo edition of 
1830. This man gave the Secretary $1 for 
the Society. This shows that the Society’s 
books wear well, but they work better.

in Mexico, or on the borders and 

coasts thereof, the Bible can resolve them all. 

The public acceptance of a copy of the Bible 

by President Madero is graphically described 
by Mrs. Hamilton: 


We have finally presented the Bible to 
President Madero, as you will perhaps have 
read in the copy of the Mexican Herald which 
I mailed to you yesterday. 

Things move slowly at this altitude, and it 
took some time for the inscription to be 
written and “tipped in,’ but it was a really 
beautiful piece of work when it was done, re- 
sembling the finest copper-plate engraving. 
The inscription is translated as follows: 


To the Sefior President of the Mexican Republic, 
FRANCISCO I. MADERO, 

The American Bible Society and the Evangelical 
Pastors of this Capital respectfully dedicate this 
Hoty BIBLE. 

Mexico, the 8th of January of 1912. 


Last Friday, the 5th of January, Dr. Butler 
wrote to President Madero asking for an in- 
terview, in order that our’ committee might 
present him with the Bible. The President 
responded immediately and cordially, fix- 


ing the hour at four o’clock on Monday | 


the 8th. 

The committee was composed of one mem- 
ber from each of the Protestant Churches of 
Mexico City—Dr. Morales, dean of all the 
pastors, representing the Presbyterians, the 
Rev. Tedfilo Barocio the Baptists, the Rev. 
Julian Castro the Methodist Church, South, 
and the Rev. Vicente Mendoza the Methodist, 
North, with Dr. Butler as chairman of the 
committee, and your Agent as representative 
of the American Bible Society. 

A few moments before four o’clock on 
Monday afternoon the committee arrived at 
the beautiful castle of Chapultepec, which, 
with the huge structure of the National Mili- 
tary Academy, crowns the rocky eminence 
dominating the widespread valley of Mexico. 

The Military Academy, built many years 
after the original presidential residence, is so 

joined to the latter by superb marble terraces 
as to form one stately edifice, from whose 
lofty corridors may be had the glorious 
view of valley and mountain which Hum- 
boldt pronounced one of the finest in the 
world. 

4 At the gate we were met by a sergeant, 


who escorted us across the vast court of the 
Military Academy, and after handing our cre- 
dentials to an aide, left us in an anteroom to 
await the President’s summons. 

When at last the call came for “‘ Dr. Butler 
and his party,’’ we ascended the splendid 
marble stairway to the second terrace, where, 
at the head of the stairs, we were met by the 
President himself, who greeted us cordially 
and then led the way along the corridor sur- 
rounding what is probably one of the highest 
cultivated flower-gardens on the continent. 
It is more than a mile and a half above sea 
level, a massof the most exquisite flowers and 
trailing vines, and must bea perennial delight 
to the dwellers in the castle. 

We wereushered intoa sumptuous white-and- 
gold drawing-room, whose carpet is a curious 
tapestry, having alarge oval picture of Chapul- 
tepec Castle woven inits center, smaller ovals 
at each end representing scenes in the sur- 
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rounding park, and the whole framed in gar- 
lands of flowers. 

The state drawing-room is one of the lar- 
gest apartments in the castle, and is most im- 
posing, with its lofty ceiling and magnificently 
decorated walls. Bidding us be seated, the 
President turned to Dr. Butler, who immedi- 
ately made, in well-chosen Spanish, the pres- 
entation speech whose translation follows : 

‘“Mr. President: To the Secretaries of the 
American Bible Society, to the distinguished 
representative of that Society in this Repub- 
lic, Mrs. Francisca S. Hamilton, and to some

Dr. Morales, Presbyterian Pastor; 
of my colleagues, the evangelical pastors of 
this capital, there occurred, almost simultane- 
ously the idea of taking advantage of your 
Excellency’s elevation to the chief magistracy 
of the Republic, to present to you a copy of 
the Holy Scriptures. 

‘We would say at the beginning, Mr. Pres- 
ident, that the idea did not occur to us because 
we thought you unacquainted with the 
precious volume or its contents, but because, 
given the character of our calling, we could 
find no other method more appropriate in 
which to congratulate you forthe merited and 
high honor which the Mexican people have 
recently conferred upon you. 

“It gives us pleasure to inform you that 
this sacred volume now exists in more than 
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four hundred of the world’s languages, and 
that it is coming to be recognized more and 
more as the best corner-stone, both for the 
nation and the family ; and as the never-to- 
be forgotten Queen Victoria said on a historic 
occasion when an Oriental Prince visited Eng- 
land, ‘The secret of the prosperity of the 
happiest nations is founded on the teachings 
of this Book.’ 

“Brom these sacred pages we hope the 
Mexican people will learn that true democracy 
for which you have labored and sacrificed so 
much in these last years. So we are sure 
you will be pleased to hear 
that up to the present time 
almost a million copies of 
the Bible, either complete 
or in portions, have been 
distributed throughout 
Mexico. 

““We engage in the dis- 
tribution of the Bible 
knowing that now, as ever, 
“The entrance of his Word 
giveth light,’ and that the 
study of the same by the 
people will help wonder- 
fully in the formation of 
the ideal type of citizen- 
ship.

Immediately upon receiving the beauti-— 
fully bound Bible, the President replied very :

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briefly, his remarks being substantially as fol- 
lows: 

‘I am exceedingly grateful for this gift 
you make me. You may rest assured that 
I appreciate it to its utmost worth. I hold 
the same belief as you concerning the value 
of its principles for the elevation of the 
people, inasmuch as I am sure that only 
through Christian morality are the nations 
uplifted. 

“T heartily congratulate you on the good 
work you are doing in co-operating for the 
moral upbuilding of the Mexican people. The 
Mexicans have noble sentiments, they are 
good and heroic; they have only lacked 
enlightenment, and it will be one of my 
greatest efforts to work for this, so that 
they may be able to understand the high 
principles of this Book. Continue your good 
work and you will thus co-operate with me 
in the uplifting of the masses of the Mexican 
people.”’ 

A few cordial words were exchanged, the 
President speaking English to the American 
members of the committee, and he then es- 
corted us to the head of the stairs, where we 
took leave of the man who had impressed us 
all, in our brief interview, as possessing force 
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of character united to charming simplicity 
and straightforwardness. 

Perhaps it is this simple, unaffected manner 
which has so attracted the masses of the peo- 
ple, who quite adore their new leader. We, 
at least, as we descended the marble staircase, 
golden in the light of the setting sun, were 
quite ready to join them in their favorite cry 
of “‘ Viva Madero!” 

I enclose a rather funny picture of the com- 
mittee, with the exception of Sefior Barocio, 
who was ill and unable to come to Gante the 
next day to have his picture taken with the rest. 

The camera was well below us and gives 
us all a rather exalted expression. Sefior 
Castro is at the left of the picture, and Sefior 
Mendoza at the right. On my left is Dr. 
Morales, who certainly looks exceedingly like 
President Diaz in the photo. I did not feel 
as bad as I look, and managed to restrain my 
tears, though they appear imminent. 

I am sending, also, a picture of President 
Madero and his szmpatica little wife. She has 
done a great deal of charitable work this 
winter, interesting herself in distributing 
clothing to the poor. She is quite a patron 
saint of the newsboys, to whom she has indeed 
been a friend in need. 


Some Impressions of Cuba, Porto Rico, and Santo 
Domingo 


UBA, our next neighbor, and Porto Rico, 

which is part of “us,’? have long been 
good places for the Society to distribute 
Spanish Bibles in. Its colporteurs are now 
reaching out to the other islands nearby. 
Mr. David Cole has recently visited all these 
islands and tells something about his experi- 
ences. It was written primarily for children 
and omits some things for that reason, but is 
good reading for all: 

Cuba is very close to the United States. 
When I went there I went on board the boat 
at Key West, Florida, at nine o’clock at night, 
and the next morning the porter called me 
and said, ‘“‘Havana.’’? When I went on shore 
the thought kept coming to me: “ How smart 
those little kids are! They can talk Spanish 
‘better than I can, and I am a man.’ 

Some of the most beautiful odes I ever 
gaw were in Cuba. Instead of being of two 
or more stories in height, as in the United 
States, they are of one, and only once in a 
while of two. In the center of the house is a 
courtyard, open to the sky and paved with 


brick. Backof this courtyard are the kitchen 
and dining-room. On either side are the bed- 
rooms, and in the front are the parlors. The 
parlor in the finer houses always has a tile 


floor of different colored tiles laid in the most 


beautiful patterns. It is lighted at night by 
a huge chandelier in the center of the room, 
all of glass, and containing many small lamps. 
The windows have no glass in them. They 
ate only shutters which, for the sake of cool: 
ness, are thrown open and left open all day 
long. They are larger than ours too, for they 
are wide and extend from the floor to the 
ceiling. To keep thieves from entering them 
they put up bars from the top to the bottom 
of each window. In the kitchen they have 
no ranges or ovens or chimneys. They are 
not needed, for all the cooking is done by 
charcoal. If we take a peep into the bed- 
rooms we see nets over all the beds, to keep 
the mosquitoes from annoying the sleeper. 
That is the rich:man’s house. The poor 
man’s house is much more miserable than 
one can imagine without seeing it. It may 
be of only one or two little rooms. The floor 
is of dirt, the walls are of bark, and the roof 
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is of palm leaves. I have seen houses where 
there were no tables, no chairs, and no beds. 
And yet people lived in them. 

The streets were often dirty and the side- 
walks so narrow that a fat man could not 
walk on them. 

But how do they dress? The men and 
women dress just about like Americans do in 
the summer, except that they will never take 
their coats off like we often do. I have 
known of men leaving their shirts at home, 
but they always wore their coats. During 
the hottest weather most people wear white 
or gray clothing. But the children are dressed 
in a way that astonishes the newcomer. Up 
to the age of seven years most of them do 
not wear anything. If they have anything on 
itis a pair of shoes to keep them from cut- 
ting their feet. I do not know why the Cu- 
bans have such a custom, as it is very hard 
on the children, causing many to sicken and 
even to die. Nor do the Cuban children play 
much. They have not the room, and do not 
seem to want to anyway. 

To the east of Cuba is the Republic of Santo 
Domingo. I have visited it twice and will 
not soon forget it. Sailing up the river one 
sees a fort full of negro soldiers. Upon 
the hill is a huge church, burned many years 
ago by English cannon balls—so old that 
trees are growing from 
the tops of the walls, 
and the whole thing is 
covered with vines. The 
cathedral is the oldest in 
America, and inside it 
they showed me a lead 
casket which contained 
the bones of Columbus. 
Down by the river stands 
a big stone house from 
which Diego Columbus 
ruled the West Indies. 

In the Republic of 
Santo Domingo there 
are half a million peo- 
ple. Yet among the na- 
tives there is only one 
little Protestant church. 
Most of the women go 
to the Catholic church, 
while the men stay at 
home and swear at the priests. 
women are beginning to quit now. 

Porto Rico is a little island, but yet it has 
Over a million people. At Aguadilla there is 
a large red brick building on a cliff overlook- 
ing the sea. Around it there is a wide, deep 
ditch, for during the Spanish days it was a 
fort full of soldiers to keep down the Porto 
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Ricans. Now it is a school. In place of 
cannon are desks and books. Instead of sol- 
diers, there are hundreds of children, who by 
the time they pass the eighth grade know how 
to talk English as well as Spanish. All over 
Porto Rico are churches and schools, and they 
are filled too. They are good Christians, be- 
cause they not only go to church on Sunday, 
but live their religion during the week. Many 
times have I gone along a country road at 
night and looked into a little school. The 
room would be full of men and women (all of 
them grown) bending over their desks, learn- 
ing to read and write. And they would stay 
until nine or ten o’clock at night. 

The Porto Ricans used to love the Ameri- 
cans, and do so yet to some extent. But they 
think that the Government is not treating 
them right. They say that they ought to be 
American citizens or else be made independ- 
ent. Besides that, while the rich ride around 
in their automobiles, the poor people are 
poorer than ever before. Some of them are 
so poor that they eat only one meal a day. 
This one meal will probably be of sweet po- 
tatoes, rice, and green bananas. 

Up till now I haven’t said a word about sell-_ 
ing Bibles. But in closing I must say that 
probably nowhere in the world are Bibles 
more easily sold or more eagerly read than in 
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the West Indies. Sometimes a colporteur has 
gone down a block and sold a book in every 
house. After finishing the day’s work one 
feels happy as he passes again along the same 
street and sees everybody sitting in their doors 
reading their books. To get them to read 
any good book would be worth while, but if 
they read the Bible it is better still. 
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A Chapter in Missionary Life

Commander, Capt. Merrill Miller, was a de- 
vout Christian and took a deep interest in the 
spiritual welfare of the men on board. He 
not only gave permission to hold services for 
their benefit, but made provision for taking 
those who conducted the services to and from 
the vessel. He was also a regular attendant, 
and by his influence did much to encourage 
others to be present. 

By avery special guidance of providence 
there happened to be in Japan at the time the 
Rev. W. R. Palmore, and the Rev. M. W. 
Chapman, and they were asked to assist at 
the first service. The Rev. Mr. Palmore 
preached, and the message was one of great 
power. The fact that the speaker had beena 
soldier in the Confederate Army added new 
interest on the part of the audience, and 
helped to make the influence all the greater. 

At the close of the service it was so evident 
that the spirit of God had been working in 
many hearts that the Captain was asked if 
there was not some place where we could 
meet any who would like to talk in regard to 
their personal salvation. We were told that 
we could have the use of the sick bay. 

To our great joy, the room was filled with 
men who were anxious to know what they 
must do to be saved. After prayer and con- 
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versation there were twenty-three who gave 
their names, as anxious to begin a new and 
better life. 

Such evident blessings upon the work thus 
begun made it seem desirable that the meet- 
ings should be continued without too long an 
interval, and it was arranged to have another 
the following night. The Rev. Mr. Chapman 
spoke then, and gavea helpful and appropriate 
address to the anxious body of hearers. 

A fact of much interest to all present was 
that the speaker and the writer belonged to 
different and opposing armies during the 
Civil War, and had many times been face 
to face in battle. Now we were fighting 
side by side under the Great Captain, Jesus 
Christ. 

We much regretted that the two brethren 
could not remain and assist still further in the 
work. But the interest thus awakened suf- 
fered no abatement, and during the months 
which followed regular services were held on 
board, with evident deepening of interest and 
development in Christian life among the at- 
tendants. 

Among the converts was a sergeant who 
was a university graduate, and at one time 
had a very desirable position in a business 
house in New York, but lost it on account of 
becoming addicted to the use of strong drink. 
Then he was so ashamed of himself that he 
enlisted in the navy in order to get away from 
his old associates and environment. 

After his entrance upon the Christian life 
he wrote to his mother of the great and bless- 
ed change, and in her glad reply she said: 
‘‘T have always contended that money sent to 
convert the heathen was wasted, and had 
better be spent at home. But from this time 
forward I shall give and pray to my utmost 
for foreign missionaries and their work.”’ 

One of the results was the formation of a 
Christian Association among the men which 
consisted of twenty-eight members; also a 
temperance society with twenty members. 
The universal testimony was that the whole 
tone of the ship life was changed. What was 
also evident was the increased happiness of 
the men. To see the general conduct of 
these men on shipboard and ashore was evi- 
dence that the change was genuine. 

The following extracts from letters will 
show something of the depth and character 
of the work, as well as how it was appreciated : 

“U.S. S. Marion, IyLanp SEA, March 4, 1887. 

“We thank you greatly, my dear sir, for 

your kind letter received on Wednesday. I 
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had it read at the prayer meeting the same 
evening. It isa manifestation of this interest 
you have in us; an interest which but few 
take in either the spiritual or temporal wel- 
fare of the sailor. Beneath this rough ex- 
terior of those who follow the sea, you often 
find a warm and kind heart. There are many 
such among us. And I do assure you that 
they appreciate and are deeply grateful for 
all you have been to them and done for them. 
We miss you and all of our dear friends in 
Yokohama. Yes, we think of you and pray 
for you every day. 

““ We have held our own little meetings, and 
they have proven happy seasons, like April 
showers and sunshine. 

“Remember us in love to all of our good 
friends in Yokohama. We long to be with 
you all again. May God richly bless you all, 
and be with you till we meet again.

Dear Sir: We are always thankful that 
Rev. H. Loomis of your Society is so sympa- 
thetic to our prisoners as td make them pres- 
ents of Scriptures or books regarding the Gos- 
pel or to give any assistance in buying them. 

That our prison is the most favored in 
Japan in respect to the study of the Bible and 
keeping faith is largely due to such sympa- 
thizers as you. Consequently there are many 
prisoners who have been converted in our 
prison, but as it is not allowed to receive 
baptism, we cannot unfortunately state their 
number. Nevertheless, we believe by our 
experience of long years that there is a good 
harvest among them after they are delivered 
from prison. 

The books which were contributed to our 
library are very useful to the prisoners. Es- 
pecially foreign prisoners read them as their 
only friend and comfort. It is wonderful to 
see how they are quick toread them.  —_— 

About eighteen hundred or more prison- 
ers, we cannot estimate how many, are read- 
ing the Bible, but it is a fact that there 
are one or more Bibles or tracts in each 
room. Especially the magazines regarding 
Christianity are much circulated among them. 

Our prison is greatly favored in having 
many visits from missionaries and preachers, 
and also Mr. Kochi, who was converted in 
prison by the reading of the Bible, often visits 
us. Female teachers also come every week — 
from a Bible school at Bluff. 

In order to save prisoners we need first of 
all to save the jailers, so we are now plan- 
ning to have an association for that purpose. 
We have already Sunday school for their 
children.

Among the Kentucky Mountaineers 


HE mountains of Kentucky have been 

described from the standpoint of the 
historian, the novelist, and no doubt many 
others. The Bible man has his point of view 
also, and here it is from the pen of one of our 
Central Agency colporteurs, Mr. Frank H. 
Breyfogle: 


A few hours’ ride from Cincinnati will 
land one among the mountains of Kentucky. 
Mingling with those born and raised there is 
like visiting another country. The one thing 


‘that impresses a person is the mode of living. | 


Fully eighty-five per cent of the men and 
many of the women are slaves to tobacco. 
Chewing and spitting seem to be the custom. 
Many plead poverty; too poor to purchase a 
17-cent Bible, but they must have their tobac- 
co. Then another impression is the number 
you find who cannot read or write. 

One man to whom I tried to sell a Bible 
replied: “ Neither my wife nor myself can 
read or write, but our oldest gal will soon be 
able to read. She is now going to school, and 
then we will buy a book.” I said, “ Brother, 


~ 
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yyou ought to have one in the home; the fact 
sof its presence will be a blessing to you.” 
‘One student of the Baptist College at Pres- 
-tonburg meetsabout thirty people every Sunday 
iafternoon, and for one or two hours reads the 
[Holy Word to them. In two places I visited 
‘there was not a church to be seen, and they 
‘have certain laws that no preaching can be 
‘done in the school-house. Towns of one 
‘thousand and over have two Methodist 
-churches—South and the Methodist Episcopal. 
/One place I visited had six churches—Metho- 
‘dist, Christian, Baptist, Missionary, Free Will, 
and United Baptist. On entering a town we 
‘take it by storm, selecting the best corner, 
-and onthe street show our goods. Itrequires 
'grace, grit, and energy, but we find that in 
‘forty-eight hours or less the whole town knows 
-a cheap Bible man is in the burg, and they 
‘begin to look you up. Hundreds of books 
-are sold. Everyone is your friend, and the 
opportunity of being used cannot be meas- 
ured. They will disagree over creeds and 
doctrines, but in coming down to receive the 
Book all are alike. Some men will say: “I 
don’t believe in the Book. I buy this for my 
wife’’; or, ‘I want to read it for argument.”’ 
No license is required in selling the Bible; in 
fact, the mayor of the city gives you all the 
privileges you need, and notifies the officers of 
the place that you must not be disturbed.

HE Eastern Agency of the American Bible 

Society, of which the Rev. W. H. Tower 
is Secretary, has been taking up new work. 
One of two men who have been set to work 
in Brooklyn finds great delight in the work 
of Bible distribution, and has so far shown 
very good results. 

Another man, a foreigner, connected with 
one of the missions in the city, is now giving 
half of his time to the Eastern Agency, carry- 
ing Scriptures along the Brooklyn water- 
front, visiting boats and barges among the 
docks. The work offers great encourage- 
ment. 

A third new enterprise taken up by the 
Eastern Agency is in co-operation with an 
Italian mission in Schenectady. The Rev. 
Francesco di Giacomo, the pastor, has entered 
upon an arrangement to devote a part of his 
time to Bible distribution at the expense of 
the Bible Society. This co-operative work 
is very effective, for the distribution of Scrip- 
tures will be followed up by the mission 
workers, so that the largest possible results 
will be secured. 

_ What the results of such work are can be 
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One place, in speaking at the church for 
placing Bibles in the hotels and for a fund 
for distribution of Bibles to the poor, a gen- 
tleman met me at the close and said he must 
have a talk with me. Hewas the richest man 
in town—banker, merchant, owner of tele- 
phone line and hotel building. He ordered 
the books in the hotel, fifty books each to 
four churches, and gave each girl in the tele- 
phone office a nice book. Men get stirred 
when you tell them of the good old Book— 
the living Word of God. 

I was at a coal mining plant on pay-day 
and showing my books ina barbershop. As 
the men passed in from a temperance saloon 
they would laugh at the idea of having the 
Book, as they were so wicked. Many have 
said, ‘‘I am going to be a preacher now.”’ 
Some soberly would ask the price and say: 
‘““That is mine; just what I want, what I have 
been looking for. Brother, I thank you for 
coming,’’ and all manner of expressions. Sold 
in three towns in one county nearly two 
thousand books. The opportunity of talking 
in the churches is given. The preacher comes 
around to investigate and asks you to give 
him an evening. 

The year has been the saddest and the 
heaviest of my life—my loss the greatest. 
But activity and prayer have helped me. I 
mean to press on the best I can to the end.

judged from a statement of the Rev. A. M. 
Riggio, of the Italian mission at Corona, N. Y., 
on the occasion of a recent Sunday-school 
celebrationin that mission.

of the American Bible Society. 
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The Burden and Heat of the Day in Para, Brazil 


NE of our Brazilian colporteurs sends the 

following account of his work in Para. 
It is work, not play, to “colport’’ in Para 
—physically and spiritually. 


In this city of Para the Lord has blessed 
us wonderfully in distributing the Bible. Of 
course, many a time one meets opposition 
from the enemies of Christ, and often hears 
someone crying aloud, ‘‘Protestant’’; or ‘“We 
have our religion—we don’t need any other 
one’’; or ‘ This is the Protestant Bible; this 
is not the Catholic Bible.’’ Others seem to 
get very angry; others again listen to the 
convincing testimony of the seller—that the 
Bible tells us that we have salvation in Jesus 
Christ and that the Bible is the Word of God, 
and thus many buy. 

One day I was passing a person. He 
bought a Gospel and became so interested 
that he read it all, and later on the same day 
he bought another Gospel. Another time I 
went up to the exposition place of the Catho- 
lic festivals and told one of the sellers that 
this book sells very good, and then he bought 
several Gospels to sell. The only reason 
why I amselling so many Bibles, Testaments, 
and Gospels is that God’s blessing is on the 
work, because, while I am working, I am 
praying to God to direct me and bless my 
work. 

Sometimes I meet strangers from the coun- 
try, as the city of Parais becoming a great 
center, not only for the state of Para but also 
for other states, and they buy the Word of 
God to read on their journey. Many days I 


have sold two, three, and four dollars’ worth of 
Bibles, Testaments, and Gospels, and some- 
times more. One day outside the city of 
Para I sold even for about $800 worth of the 
Word of God. So really it seems to be a 
good sowing time, thanks be to God. But, of 
course, there are days when it seems nearly 
impossible to sell anything, because a great 
many do not know how to read and others 
fear that this is heresy— so informed, of course 
by the Catholic priests. Many have the ex- 
cuse that they have no money, but are ashamed 
not to buy when they know that even for one 
cent they can own a Gospel, and thus they 
buy. 

If it were not for the grace of God and for 
the thought of rescuing lost souls, one could 
not hold out many days, to walk in the hot 
rays of the tropical sun, many times much ex- 
hausted on account of the climate. But the 
joy of seeing the Word of God accepted makes 
one forget the difficulties. One day when I 
entered a home to sell, the father of the house 
took a Bible, opened it, and read this verse, 
‘“‘ Verily I say unto you, whosoever shall not 
receive the kingdom of God as a little child 
shall in no wise enter therein.’”’ Then he 
asked, “Is this true?”? And I replied, 
“Yes.”? And then he bought a New Testa- 
ment and commenced to read to his family. 
To another family, where there was a dying 
son, I gavea Testament, from which they com- 
menced to read for the dying son. I count 
myself very happy to be sowing the good seed 
in this dark land, and have the hope that it 
will bear fruit. For all I do praise the Lord. 


An Initial Bible Tour in Siam 


HE Rev. Robert Irwin reports his first 
Bible tour in Siam as follows: 


We were on historic ground. Phrapatom, 
thirty miles from Bangkok, was the first im- 
portant capital of the rapidly rising Siamese 
power in the seventh century A.D. An area 
of two miles square is covered with mounds, 
the remains of temples and palaces. Probably 
rich rewards await the archeologist here. In 
laying the railroad the other year, terra cotta 
tablets belonging to the sixth or seventh cen- 
tury were found containing the Buddhist faith 
in Pali. Herealso stands the largest prachedi 
in Siam, an imposing pile of masonry, 370 
feet high, surmounted by a spire. Its dome 


is covered with golden tiles (except where 
sections have fallen off), and its glittering 
beauty when lit up bya tropical sun is doubt- 
less one of the attractions that hold the Sia- 
mese heart to Buddhism. Phrapatom used to 
stand on the Tachin River, at that time the 
main stream of the Menam delta, but long ago 
the river deserted the town and now flows ten 
miles east. Modern Phrapatom is on the 
Petchaburi railway, has a well-equipped hotel, 
a high-roofed, roomy market-place, good 
roads, and artesian water. The government 
offices are finer thanin most provincial towns, 
and it is becoming a fashionable resort for 
the aristocracy of Bangkok.

The Famine in China 


HE Central China Famine Relief Committee, from its headquarters in Shanghai, has 
issued various bulletins of information and appeals on behalf of the famine sufferers. 

From these documents we gather that two and one-half millions of people are facing starva- 
tion, and although great efforts are being made in China itself, the chief reliance is upon the 
generosity of England and America, and even with the utmost efforts it will be impossible to 
prevent loss of life. 3 

The famine will be at its worst in February and March, and will continue until harvest 
in the middle of May. It is imperative that money begin to come in before the end of Feb- 
ruary if great loss of life is to be avoided. ie 

The time is opportune. America has long been looked on by China as a disinterested 
friend. The return of a large part of the Boxer indemnity made a deep impression. The 
insistence of the Revolutionary Party upon a republic shows how great is the influence of 
‘the United States. All these are beginnings, and, with the opening of the Panama Canal, 
will make China a neighbor ina new sense. A demonstration of friendliness on a national 
scale will in this hour of need arouse great enthusiasm among the men of the New China, 
and the effect on trade and political relations, and on the progress of civilization and Chris- 
tianity, will be incalculable. ayes | hayits

The Republic of China 


N the February number of the RECorRD the 
question was raised—Who rules China? 
With astonishing swiftness the answer comes 
that Yuan Shih Kai has been duly elected, 
and has accepted office as the President of 
the new-born Republic of China. Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen held the office indeed first, and his 
name must live in Chinese history and in the 
history of mankind as one who put his coun- 
try’s good far above any 
selfish ambition, and stood 
aside in favor of Yuan 
Shih Kai. The cable dis- 
patches have told the story 
so fully that it need not be 
rehearsed here. Our cor- 
tespondence from China 
has been ample, but the 
limits of space make it 
impossible to give more 
than the briefest extracts. 
So far as is known, all 
our (non-Chinese) Super- 
intendents are safe and 
well. One Chinese col-

At any rate, the appearance of 
our foremost boats became the signal for 
the opening of a fusillade on them. From 
two different parts on the city wall bullets 
rained on us. It didn’t take long to run 
past, but it was peppery enough while it 
lasted. 

Seven boats were struck, the bullets mostly 
going clear through. By a comparison of 
experience afterward, it seems that the larger 
boats and those with flags of any size were 
singled out as targets. No small boat, either 
without a flag or with a diminutive one, was 
hit. The leading boat, a large one with a 
conspicuous flag, was hit five times ; the other 
six only once or twice. 

Only one man, marvelous to say, was 
wounded. He was a boatman on one of the 
Canadian boats. Several foreigners had nar- 
row escapes. 

Our boat, being last but one and carrying 
a fair-sized flag, got its due share of atten- 
tion. Luckily we got past untouched. The 
shooting, all the same, was not much to 
blame. One bullet whizzed past a foot or 
two in front of the captain, another a yard 
or two behind him, a third over him, and a 
fourth just how many inches above my hat I 
cannot tell, but not many. I watched the 
“potting”? until we ourselves got fairly into 
it; then I helped the men for all I was worth 
to row out of range. 


Mr. Torrance and his wife reached Chung- 
king safely.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Mana- 

gers of the American Bible Society was 

held at the Bible House, Astor Place, Thurs- 

day, February lst, at 3.30 o’clock, President 
James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. James F. Riggs, D.D., who read a 
part of the twelfth chapter of Romans, after 
which he offered prayer. 

The President read a communication from 
the Conference of Foreign Mission Boards of 
the United States and Canada upon the neces- 
sity for special prayer and of a life of prayer 
on the part of the members of societies en- 
gaged in missionary work. 

The collection of some subscriptions to the 
Endowment Fund which yet remain unpaid 
was taken under consideration. 

Delegates were appointed to represent the 
Society, February 29th, in a Conference of all 
Foreign Missionary Societies to be held, with 
reference to the situation in China from the 
point of view of the interests of the mission- 
aries established there. 

The South Poultney (Vermont) Bible So- 
ciety having for many years contributed to 
the funds of the American Bible Society, and 
now having asked to be recognized as an Aux- 
iliary, this was done on its formal request 
and agreement to observe the two conditions 
of the Auxiliary relationship. 

It was voted to authorize the annual con- 
ference of the Agency Secretaries to be held 
at the Bible House, New York, March 12th 
to 15th. 

The Secretaries reported a list of consign- 
ments to Foreign Agencies as follows: 

To Brazil, 3,100 volumes, valued at $523.37; 
to Central America, 1 volume, valued at $3.60; 
to Mexico, 2,358 volumes, valued at $368.29; 
to Venezuela, 3,478 volumes, valued at $269.40; 
to West Indies, 6,404 volumes, valued at 
$300.63. Total, 15,341 volumes, valued at 
$1,465.29. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of January were 144,154 volumes.
